Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitied Assfensive #5 is classified as objectionable. 

The dominant effect of the publication is a compilation of hard core sexual conduct 
focused on the denigration of women, presenting them as inherently inferior for the 
purpose of sexual arousal of male viewers. There is no other context or reading for the 
scenes in the feature. The scenes are all edited to present a recurring spectacle ofwomen's 
bodies as mere sexual receptacles, particularly in the scenes that focus on their distended 
anuses. In most scenes the women drink, drool and play with ejaculated semen, in a 
number of cases semen that has been expelled from their anuses in a contrived display. 
Other degrading and demeaning conduct includes rough positioning of the women and 
derogatory language towards them. The high level of degrading conduct on the DVD 
means that excisions are considered insufficient to lower the overriding effect of contempt 
and degradation. The trailer entitled Shooters contains sexual conduct of the same nature 
and also tends to promote and support the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 
All of these presentations of highly degrading, demeaning and dehumanising conduct are 
edited and designed to present the denigration of the women as arousing and entertaining 
for the voyeuristic benefit of the male viewer. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
(1990) on the application of the classification criteria. The classification interferes with the 
freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that reflects the concern of a free and 
democratic society to prevent the availability of publications that depict highly degrading, 
dehumanising and demeaning conduct to an extent and degree that they are likely to be 
injurious to the public good, and that tend to promote and support the use of urine in 
association with sexual conduct. 
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
